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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-29 were examined. 

Section I: Final Rejection 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, nnanufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claims lack a 
specified utility or application. Specifically, the steps within the claim don't perform the 
claim invention, thus fail to produce a tangible result. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 1's preamble is unsupportive of the simulation 
operation of a production system. 
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Section II: Response to Arguments

6. Applicants are thanked for addressing this issue. Rejection is withdrawn.
